Selectmens’ Report 


To the Taxpayers of Bethlehem : 

The Treasurer’s report shows a net debt of only $974.85, there 
being but two notes outstanding, one for $1,000, and one for $600. 
Every bill against the town as far as we know has been paid and 
there are only two small highway orders which have not been 
presented for payment. 

We show as a liability the permanent highway fund, less $100 
expended on Phillips Hill, as it could not be laid out until the 
trunk line was located by the Governor and Council, which was 
too late for working on the road. 

We have eliminated from the assets everything that is not con- 
vertible into cash at what it is put in at, except psssibly the road 
machinery. 

The committee elected at a special meeting in the fall of 1908 
to confer with the town of Littleton in regard to their water tax 
have compromised with them by their paying to the town of Beth- 
lehem an annual tax of $500, and the selectmen of Bethlehem have 
given abatements of $220.95 for 1908 and $172.75 for 1909.
